Mr. George B. Honold, father of Mrt. 


E. A. McKenzie, experienced a miracu- 
lous escape from a terrible death this 
morning at eight o'clock, near tbe water 
works. Mrl Bonold owns 80 acres of land 
tenth of tbe Illinois Central bridge and 
west of the Illinois Midland Junction, and 
his son-in-law, E. A. McEeozie, owns 80 
acres near by. The two men farm this 
land, both going to the farm from their 
residence on West Wood street together 
every morning. 
Last Thursday Mr. 


McKenzie went 310 
miles south to 


purchase calves 
for 
the farm, and 


Mr. 
Honold, 
who is afflicted with 


deafoest, was compelled to make the trip 
down the Central track alone. A heavy 
ton rested over the earth this morning, 
and Mr. Honold bad 'nearly reached the 
north side of the Central bridge, when he 
was struck by the Illinois Midland local 
freight train No. 19, going at a high rate 
of speed in order to make the heavy grade 
on the opposite side of the bridge. The 
old man could not see and did not hear 
the approaching train. The train went 
thundering over tbe high iron bridge, 
when Engineer Robinson, who was In 
charge of the locomotive, looked out and 
saw the form of a man on tbe pilot. The 
train was stopped half way between the 
bridge and junction, when Mr. Honold 
was found partly insensible and clinging 
to .the pilot. 
The injured man was 


brought back to the Midland depot on 
the train, where ne was placed in charge 
ot David Priest and John Latsbaugb, of 
Priest & Co.'s mill, who summoned Dr. 
Cass Chenoweth to render surgical atten- 
tion. The surgeon found on examination 
that Mr. Honold was not fatally injured, 
and that so |far as he could discover^ 
there were no fractures about his head, 
'and that none of his bones were broken. 


IT is stated that tbe relatives of the late 


Alva Faris, who died from the effects of 
an injury received in a recent wreck oa 
the Illinois Midland railway, will bring 
suit for damages against that company. 
The amount to be sued for is not named. 


The old man received a number of bad 
bruises on his head, and one of his ankles 
was also bruised. 
His wounds were 


dressed by tho surgeon and later Mr. 
Honold, who was perfectly rational, was 
removed in a back to Mr.McKenzie's res- 
idence on West Wood street. He is now 
resting in bed as comfortably as could be 
expected. 


As stated above, Mr. Houold and Mr. 


McKenzie have been in the habit of going 
to the farm together, and while walking 
down the railroad track Mr. McKenzie 
has frequently cautioned tbe old man to 
be constantly on tbe lookout fur ap- 
proaching traini. The warning was spok- 
en an often that, finally one day, in a 
joking manner, Mr. Honold told hla eon- 
iu law that he would give him $1,000 if 
he would never speak of the train matter 
ngxiu.
